FORCE TO BE MAINTAINED 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


‘from Canada for year ending Septem: 


Necessary to Keep a Considerable 
Force Along Boundary Line in 
View of Heavy Rush of Immigra- 
tion—Are Now 700 Strong—Premier 
Praises Efficient Work of Pictur- 
esque Riders of the Plains 
Ottawa.—A vote was taken up in the 

House for three-quarters of a million 
dcllars to defruy the cost of the up- 
keep of. the Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police.

his “Commentaries” piecemeal from the 
“theater of war," but indited them at 
his leisure in the subsequent peace 
time. The old Swedish Intelligencer 
of the Gustavus Adolphus period was 
genuine war correspondence, publish- 
ed, indeed, tardily compared with our 
hews of today, but nevertheless fresh 
from the scene of action, full of dis- 
tinctiveness, quaint and racy beyond 
compare, The first modern war corre- 
spondent professionally commissioned

We have yet another lesson on Peter 
pefore we take up the story of Saul of 
Tarsus or the option of an Easter les- 
wn from I Cor. xv, but as we desire 
to miss nothing from the Acts and as

of the power of the risen Christ we 
take the regular order. We have seen 
thus far in this book that all the 
teaching has been concerning a cruct- 
fied and risen Christ and that the 
thousands saved—the lame man, and 
the palsied man healed, and the dead 
taised—were all in the name and by the 
power of the risen and glorified Re- 
feemer. From the time of the en- 
trance of sin into the world up to the 
present time and on to the end of this 
age the opposition of the devil, the 
god of this world, is very manifest. 
Peter felt it keenly and therefore 
wrote, “Your adversary, the devil, as 
a roaring lion walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour, whom resist, 
stendfast in the faith” (I Pet. v, 8, 9). 

In this lesson the devil's instrument 
is one of the Herods, a decidedly bad 
lot, on whose history it would not be 
wise to waste time. He is permitted 
to vex the church, to kill James, the 
brother of John, and to imprison Pe- 
ter, But in the end of the chapter 
he is taken from the earth, and there 
is nothing for him but the blackness 
of darkness forever, James, whom he 
xilled, being the Lord’s own, found 
himself instantly in siory, absent from 
the body, present with the Lord. Pe- 
fer was kept in prison, guarded al- 
ways by four soldiers, and it was 
Herod's intention to have him brought 
out and slain after Easter, This 
would have been a great gain for Pe- 
ter, but it was not in the Lord's plan, 
4s we shall see. Although Peter must 
have had poor fare and hard lodgings, 
we see him sleeping. probably as 
peacefully as in the trance of our last 
lesson, ready to be slain if that was 
the Lord's way for him. 

Somewhere in the city, in the house 
pf Mary, the sister of Barnabas, the 
mother of John Mark, many were 


| gathered together, making instant and 


earnest prayer to God for him (verses 
5. margin, and 12), and their prayers 
were heard and about to be answered, 
though they hardly expected it, for 
had they not been persistently asking, 
day and night, and was not this the 
lnst night of hope, and how could he 
be delivered?

(doubtless more angelic ministry), 
and, passing through one street, the 
angel left him, and Peter found him- 
self alone and soon realized that it 
was no vision, but that an angel had 
in reality delivered him from Herod 
nnd from all the expectation of the 
Jews. The expectation of the people 
perishes, the counsel of the ungodly 
comes to naught, but the purpose of 
the Lord stands,

Denmark is about two-thirds the-size 
of Nova Scotia and has an_ arable 


acreage: of; about 9,000,000 ‘acres, on | 
which she not only, supports the pop- | 


ulation -af 9,500,000 people, but ‘ex- 
ports over $10,000,000 worth of agricul- 
tural produce, mostly in the form of 
butter and bacon, i.e., she exports at 
the rate ot $10 per acre. 
acreage owned by farmers in Nova 
Scotia is about 5.000.000, a consider- 
able part of which, however, is con- 
stituted of rough pasture lands and 
wood lots. 
become congested it is estimated that 
Realy 10,000,000 acres could be farm- 
ed. 

Supposing, therefore, that instead of 
migrating, Nova Scotia’s aons were to 
remain at home and that they would 
upply themselves to dairying, hog 
raising, sheep and beef ratsing,-aiong 
similar lines to the Danish farmers; 
not only could she support her own 
increasing population, but at the rate 
of $10 per acre she could export, on 
the basis of lands at present owned 
by farmers, $50,000,000 worth of agri- 
cultural produce, and, on the basis of 
lands which might be occupied, 
$100,000.000. Nor is this-a mere fancy, 
for this whole development of Danish 
agriculture is a product of the present 
generation. Following the Prussian- 
Danish War in 1864, Denmark ex- 
perienced a period of agricultural de- 
pression. The soils had become large- 
ly depleted of their fertility, through 
wheat-growing and selling. Recogniz- 
ing that they could not continue 


along this line of selling the crude | 


produce of the farnt, the Danes turn- 
ed their attention to dairying and hog 
raising, the result of which has been 
the development of one of the most 
prosperous agricultural ‘communities 
in the world. The soil of the average 
Nova Scotia farm is to-day in about 
the same condition as was the soil of 
Danish farms 40 years ago, By_fol- 
lowing somewhat similar lines Nova 
Scotiun farmers could make of this 
Maritime Province a country fully 
equal to modern Denmark. 

Even at present we know of farms
